I Connect the Recorder 

You must use theAV (AudioA/ideo) cable provided to connect the unit 
to your TV as shown in the diagram below. 

Your TV must be equipped with AV Inputs 
like those pictured to the right in order to 
connect this unit. 

If you have an older TV that does not have these inputs, you will need 
a RF Modulator to connect this unit to your TV. RF Modulators are 
available at major electronics retailers. 


Q Power On 



Turn on the Recorder, TV and VCR/Cable Box (if applicable). 
You must turn the switch on the back of the unit ON. The 
unit is on when CYBERHOME appears on the front display. 

At this point, if you attempt to open the disc tray, the EJECT 
button may not function. This is normal. 

I Select the Video Input on Your TV 


BACK PANEL 


The first goal is to see the recorder’s splash screen on your TV. To do 
this, select the Video Input channel on your TV that corresponds with the 
input the recorder is plugged into. This procedure differs among TVs, but 
is normally done by pressing the VIDEO IN or INPUT button on the TV's 
remote control to select the Video Input. 

Once the recorder's splash screen is viewable, complete the Initial Setup 
if prompted. The initial setup procedure allows you to set the language, 
date and time used by the recorder. Once completed, the recorder will be 
ready to use and all buttons will function. 

You may skip the initial setup by pressing ENTER - LEFT ARROW - 
ENTER on the remote control. 


Using a Set Top Box 

You can use the signal from a cable 
box or satellite receiver to record TV 
programs. 

To record TV from a cable box or 
satellite receiver, switch to Input 
Mode by pressing the DVD/TV LIVE 
button. Then, press the SOURCE 
button and select TV. 




Set the channel on the DVD recorder's 
built-in TV tuner to correspond with 
that used by the cable/satellite box. 
This is normally either channel 3 or 4. 


This connection ONLY carries the TV/Cable signal, NOT the output from the DVD recorder. 


You must use the cable/satellite box's remote control to change channels. 
The DVD recorder’s remote will not control external set top boxes.
